Commissioner Carmlchncl stated this

drant service. He Bald up to about 15 
or 1G years ago a special appropriation 
of $15 for each hydrant was made each 
year, but now the Installation of the 
hydrants Is being1 paid out of the rev- 
enues of • the department. Tho large 
corporations which are receiving1 fire 
protection are not paying- for the main- 
tenance of the hydrants any more than 
the small building owner, and In some 
Instances less, for the corporations use 
but very little city water, whereas If 
they were dealing with a private con- 
cern they would pay their flhare of the 
cost of installation and maintenance of 
fcydrants.

bis service, the boy receives, while at 
the barracks, nine cents a day. Out of 
this, he pays two nnd a half cents for 
bis stew. But the government watches 
over even the six and a half cent bal- 
ance which remains, in order to s 
that It is not spent recklessly. 
But 


the recruits are worked so hard, at 
night they are glad to roll Into bed 
instead of dissipating. That is the Ger- 
man theory: To make the young soldier 
work so hard that he will be too tired 
to make trouble. 


"One of the first lessons which tho 


German hoy learns at the barracks is 
that of obedience, obedience that Is im- 
mediate and unquestioned. 
Thc effect 


of this obedience upon the German na- 
tion has been marvelous. 
We wonder 


why German commerce, had it not been 
for the war, would have outstripped that 
of England in three years. It is because 
the lessons In obedience and thorough- 
ness learned by young Germans serving 
in the army stand them in good stead 
In the commercial pursuits of ihe na- 
tion. If for no other reason, 1 favor mili- 
tary drill in schools because it stands 
for obedience. Before a person can 
control others, he must control him- 
self, is an axiom in Germany,

The reauon why most women 
who discontinue breaut feeding their 


ng babies and give them the bottle 


s that they think It will be leas trou- 
le. On the contrary, bottle feeding Is 


JL trouble mnker. 
It Is trouble to pre- 


pare the milk, to keep It proporly. .to 
get the bottle ready, to heat the milk. 


It is more trouble to do this than it 


s to put the baby to the breast, espe- 
cially since now mothers are following 
he plan of nursing the baby every four 
hours, and only once or not at all dur- 
ng the night. 


When we tnko into account the sick- 


ness rate among hottle fed as compared 
vlth breast fed babies, the argument Is 
very much In favor of the theory that 
ireast feeding Is less troublesome than 
lottle feeding. 
In fact, bottle feeding 


s so very troublesome that most poor 
icople give it -up and go to condensed 
nilk and infants' food. 


Much of the demoralization arising in 


family life at mealtime is caused by 
either the irregular coming and going 
of school children or the 
absence 
of 


this part of the family at the luncheon 
nour. The hastening away in the morn- 
ing without time or care to appreciate 
a well prepared breakfast is an equal 
source of evil, but this lies in the hands 
of the bomemaker alone to control. 


Perhaps in this, as well as in other 


much talked of school reforms, the pa- 
rents arc chiefly to blame for not ask- 
ing the assistance o'f school hoards In 
this important matter. 
It is highly 


probable that If the subject of school 
lunches was brought practically to the 
notice of those in authority, something 
effective and systematic would be done. 
A request, even from each parent In- 
terested, sent directly to the central

liam N. Little. U.S.N., retired, began

out of his recommendation to the gov- 
ernment that It accept 
the 
battery 


tests made on the submarine K—2 at 
the Fore River works. Guincy, on Jan. 
20, 1914, when the accused was in- 
spector of machinery there. 


The first witness for the defense was 


Captain George W. McElroy. U.S.N., 
present inspector of machinery at tho 
Fore River works. 
He identified from 


the films of the inspector's ofiice cop- 
ies of the documents sent to Washing- 
ton by Admiral Little relating to the 
batteries of K—2 
These include his 


letter of Jan. 21, 1914, recommending 
acceptance of the battery tests. 


It was shown that to one copy of 


the letter--t,wo having been sent, to 
different bureaus—a memorandum was 
attached, stating tho defects that had 
been detected and corrected in the bat- 
. teries. 
Other 
memoranda 
attached 


rave full details of tiie tests o£. the 
batteries. 


Witness stated that he considered 


that Admiral Little's letter and en- 
closures constituted a "full and com- 
plete report." 


Failed to Flod Agreement 


A point in Capt. McElroy's testimony 


which afforded a variant from the pre- 
ponderance of technical features In the 
ease was that a search has been made 
without success in the files of his of- 
fice for the 
so-called 
unauthorized 


agreement made in writing 
by the 


agent of the Electric Boat company, 
contractors for the F-2. with Admiral 
Little to make good any defect: that 


migbt be found in the submarined bat- 
teries. 


Witness stated that several persons 


had hunted for this report, Including 
Admiral Little, but that it had not 
been found. It appears to be the only 
document in the- case that Is miss- 
ing.The next witness for the defense 
was Lieut. Radford Moses, commander 
of the K-2, who testified on Monday 
as the first witness for the prosecu- 
tion. 
He had then stated, in direct 


examination, that he wrote 
Admiral 


Little on Jan. 30, 1914, expressing a 
fear of future trouble from the sub- 
marine's batteries, from the possible 
presence of lead drops In the cells. 
These would indicate, careless work- 
manship when finishing the battery In- 
stallation. 


Under examination by counsel for 


the accused, Commander Julian L. Lit 
imer, Lieut, Moses admitted that the 
form of trouble with the batteries that 
he had feared did not develop: that 
the batteries ran perfectly for one 
year and five months after the ship's 
preliminary acceptance (she has not 
been finally accepted, on account of 
other defects, together with those In 
the batteries), and that the final de- 
terioration In the ship's batteries was 
"not due to and only slightly aggra- 
vated by the presence of lead drops." 
Aliout Concealing Information 


Askei) if he had ever been ordered 


by Admiral Little to conceal the fact 
that lead drops had been found in 
some of the ship's battery cells prior 
to her trials, witness stated that he 
bad received no such orders. 


Witness was asked on cross-exam- 


ination by Lieut. W. B. Woodson. as- 
sistant to the judge advocate, if he 
had ever expressed an official opinion 
that the accused was responsible for 
bad workmanship in the batteries of 
K-2. 


He replied that he hart served on a 


board of investigation which examined 
the boat's batteries In March, 1015 
and was one of three members of the 
board who expressed that opinion In 
a report.

The testimony with which the proa 


ecutlon closed its case included that 
of Lieut. Warren G. Child, formerly 
assistant to Admiral Little at Fore 
River, who testified that no defects ex 
Isted in the boat's batteries at the 
time of her final acceptance trial, Au- 
gust, 1914, BO far as could be deter- 
mined, and that of Henry John_Grube 
chief electrician on the K-2. who tes- 
tified to finding 60 out of 120 battery 
cells showing evidence of the presenc 
of lead drops when the battery wa 
overhauled at 
Pensacola 
and New 


York In March and April. 1315. 


The court granted a request by the 


judge advocate that he be permitted to 
telegraph the solicitor of the navy de- 
partment for a legal 
opinion as to 


whether the contractors for K-2 arc 
now responsible for loss caused by de- 
fective work in her batteries. Thi:

New York and of the country general- 
ly are in danger of being red by an un- 
wise sentiment into such treatment of 
convicted criminals that wil^; neither 
Impart proper lessons of punishment 
nor deter others from crime, In the 
opinion of William H. Taft. 


"The impulse of many 
prison 
re- 


formers to treat the prisoners as vic- 
tims of society and to 
make society 


the scapegoat for all their sins, vicious 
propensities and crimes is 
a 
wrong 


one," said Mr. Taft in an address be- 
fore the Columbia University of Arts 
and Sciences last night. He said: 


"The theory that by treating crimi- 


nals as If they hnd no criminal ten- 
dencies you can eliminate them is one 
that may work in some ca-ses, but the
